Residential Burglaries:  51 Entering via doggie doors, garage doors, breaking doors and 

windows, leaving windows unlocked, sliding glass doors, leaving the door unlocked, former 

tenants with keys, keys being provided by victim to neighbor.  Vacant apartments and homes are 

also being targeted. 

 

Auto Burglaries:  81 (leaving vehicles unlocked, breaking windows, damaging locks) 

 

Items left in vehicles that were stolen: 

 Multiple firearms, knives 

 Wallets, purses, IDs, credit/debit cards, work IDs and work access keys, back packs, 

checks, birth certificate, house keys, keys to other vehicles, Social Security cards, 

checks/checkbooks and employer’s checks/checkbooks, garage door opener, mail, keys to 

the mailbox, briefcase, remote entry device and the code 

 Stereos, headphones, tools, electronics, laptops, tablets, iPods, 72” flat screen TV, school 

supplies, electronic cables and cords, child’s toy 

 $4,000 tool set and many other tools stolen from several vehicles, flashlight 

 Vehicle emergency kits, cold weather gear, camping gear, fishing gear 

 Snowboards and snowboarding equipment; articles of clothing/jackets, gym bag 

 Jumper cables, tow straps, battery chargers, tire changing tools, tires/rims 

 CDs 

 Cash 

 Multiple vehicles had damages due to failed attempts to steal the vehicles (steering
